Blany UyliiK for Want of Food. 

PBILAOEI.piiia, March 18. - Right Rev. 
B«T. John Shanley, D. D., bishop of 
Morth Dakota, ooeupied the ptilpit of the 
cathedral hi re Sunday, and told a pitiful 
story ot the privatinnB and sutferinga of 
the Chippewa Indians, oooupying the 
reMTvatioa at the eztrenM northen part 
of IiIb dim-aMk Hii objaolwaifeo 
asaiHtJinve for thflir relief. With that 
end in view he deBcril>ed most vividly 
the Condition of these IndiafLs as wit- 
neaaed by himself during tlie recent cold 
weather, wli«n tlie Ihermometer marked 
40 degreot tielow sero. He charged the 
government with having stolen 1 1 .000,- 
000 acr»'b of land this trilif iid^scsHcd 
when Dakota territory was divided be- 
tween the Sioux and Chippewa Indians. 

"Kleven raillion aerie were etolen 
boldly, aud not one cent paid in return 
for it," said ills (Irace, "and the owner* 
sent to till" iioriluTn liordcr of the State, 
the colde.l and hieakrst sjiol in the 
country, wlicri' two t^own.-lii ji-. were 
ort^aiii/.ed \\ iili ").(HKi acres of lainl. This 
is tilled with i)atl lind»t!r fdiicsis and 
lakes, s\\am|is ami ruck.s. On these 
5,000 ai r. s weri' put l,h.{() Indians, who 
are trying to make tlieir livin^^. These 
wards o. the United States are living 
where KXl white men could scarcely 
raise enough to keep them alive." 

HisCira^e then aescribed a personal 
visit to these townshipe, "where," he 
eaid, "i witnessed scenes that would 
liave disgraced Siberia. I spent over 
a week witli theee pec^, with the ther- 
mometer regietering 40, aad sometimes 
44, degrees below aero. The Indian 
houses are log huti, eonetmctcd by tiie 
Indians themselves, without flooring, 
and with sheets and quilts covering t'le 
windows and doorways. The crevices 
between the Io^ti are filled with mud, 
that cracks and fallx out by the summer 
heat and is blown out l>y the northern 
winter blasts, so that the occupants may 
as well tie sleeping outside. In those 
huts it 18 not infrequent to find si.\ fam- 
ilies liv iuK. 

"Thow> 1,H;W Indians cannot make 
their own living there. They have never 
been supplied with proper agricidtural 
implements. Last spring the director of 
the Jathc.ic Indian bureau sent •:wenty- 
four plows to these Indians, and with 
these they managed to break »00 acres 
of this virgin soiL But there was no 
rain, and to-day they are absolutely 
destitale— no grain, no food, no clothing, 
no money. One thousand eight hun- 
dred and thirty Christiaae— 1,880 of 
God's children— are liTing on the oon- 
ttnent to-day on the point of starva- 
tion. 

"V^hile visiting these people I entered 
tbe house of an old Indian. There was 
no food in the house that day. but there 
■were tears and desperation. A iK)or old 
Indian woman had a puny, sickly child 
in her arms. She wept for joy when 
she saw liti. thinking Uod had sent relief 
to her children. She showed ine her 
child. There was not a pound of flesh 
on its bones. I am sure that child is 
deail. 1 am not easily moved, used as I 
am to scenes of misery in large cities, 
but I could but cry on that occasion. In 
one corner of the room there was a boy 
6 yean of age, another was crying at the 
chimney-place, trying to warm his 
shivering form, while an old Indian was 
kneeling by the fire-place mutterins;, 
probably vowing vengeanca on the white 
race. 

"At am>ther hovel a poor old man of 
85 years of age wm lying on the frozen 
groimd. dying of consumption; no one 
near him but his poor old wife, who 
knelt over him witii a rosary in her 
hands, praying for Ood to take her hus- 
band. Night was setting in -no light, 
no candle; no one to say a kind word to 
the p{H>r old couple. And this in a 
Christian ( (nintry, in the United States 
of America; the land of the free, tha 

land of plenty. 

'•In another hovel I found the < hild- 
ren without clothing, gathered around 
the tireplacf (>lucking out tho charred 
sticks tliat they might roll in the warm 
ashes. 

•'The United States appropriates $!).- 
000 to these Indians, about |2..')0 to each 
one. This amount is spent in Hour and 
fat pork, anu distributed among them. 
The pork is sickening. I myself would 
not have believed the truth of this story 
if I had not witnessed it. During the 
eighteen months previous to thelst of 
January. 1800. out of 1.400 Indians, 100 
died. Daring the month of January 
tweaty-Mven died. Theee death* are al- 
most invariably of starvation. The 
women are almost universally clad in 
one garment, a calico drees, to protect 
them, and let it be said, to their credit, 
that not one woman was missing from 
the little parish church on Sunday." 

The rex erend s{)eakcr closed by an ap 
p<'ul to the congregation to e\teMil to 
these potjr people, their unfortunate 
brethren, a portion of their eohrtgnoefor 
their relief.

Troops at Fort Leaven- 
w<Nth will be put in readiacBS to move 
should the report trom Lieut Dodge 
main inch actioa aeceamry. It

Under no droumstaacee will inch 
measures be taken unleee the boomen.

In any oeaa, 
the movement on the boomers will not 
be hasty. A day or two will probably 
elapse a tcr the arrival of the troops at 
(Uitbne before the march to tha etrip is 
taken up. 

Prairie KIre In the Strip. 

Arkansas (.'itv, Kan., March 18.— The 
disappointf'd and deluded bootnera con- 
tinue to arrive on every train from the 
Cherokee strip. Hepoi"t« fn im ( aid well 
and Ihirmewell state that there l)een 
little excitement beyond Uie advent of a 
few l>el{ited settlers who had not hoard 
of the president's proclamation. 

Ira Burnett, a large cattle owner, near 
here has returned from a trip over his 
range and reports that no cattle have 
been killed by lire, or the iKioniers. He 
estimates the uuinber of acres burned 
over to Ih> at least 100,000, but thinks 
that enou :h grMS remains to feed the 
cattle until new grass sprouta. Burnett 
reports that the colonists are on their 
way out of the strip in great numbers 
and exprea><ed the opinion that but few 
would be left for the military to dis- 
place. 

Lieut. Dixlge, of Gen. Merritt's staff, 
who arrived here Sunday, said he 

thoU-;ht most of the Vioomers now lo- 
cated iiiK)n the strip wt)uld vacate vol- 
untarily when they le irned the consid- 
eration of alfairs. The tr(H)psi will prob- 
ably be loca;ed ill the southern jtart of 
the Strip witere they can make etlective 
patroL 

Nciv Inwn Orifanlced. 
WlLiX)W Si'KiNus, I. T.. March 18.— 
Neither the president's proclaina ion nor 
the order for troops to oust the boomers 
has yet been received here. Consecjuent- 
ly tlie Ixxjmers are still arriving in their 
prairie schooners. Some are returning 
to Kansas and Oklahoma, but for every 
one that leavee there le anotiier to take 
his place. 

Many town-site boomers are here, and 
considerable id a town hw been laid off 
and surveyed. A large tent has 
erected where the boomers held a 
ing this afternoon nnd organised in the 
town of Willow Springs. The streets 
are to be laid off to-morrow, and town 
lots are to be so secured by lottery. The 
female lioomers were accorded the priv- 
elege of making first and second choice 
of corner lotH. A large lumber yard is 
to be erected, gad hnitdlng will begin at 
once. 

I<«>Kvlnir the ForblddM Territory. 

Cfi THKiK. I. T.. March 18.— Tlie presi- 
dent's proclamation, ordering all settlers 
on the Cherokee strip to vacate, is al- 
ready having the desired ellect. This, 
together with the orders received by 
Gren. Merrilt. at Port licavenw orth, to 
use troops if necessary to ejeit the 
boomers, has already caused considera- 
ble of an exodus Iroia ttw forbidden ter- 
mor v. 

All day long the trains were loaded 
down with boomers leaving the strip. 
A large nuiiil>er of them went to Arkan- 
sas City, and about 100 came to this 
point. Many poor people who Hocked 
to the Cherokee strip under the wrong 
impi-oesion that it was open to settia* 
ment have aot tha . weens to return and 
will remain there- until the troops eeoort 
them out. 

Chief Mayea WaaU tha "Soonara" Shot. 

'WABHiyoTOir, March 18.— Joel B. 
Mayes, principal chief of the Cherokee 
nation. Is in the city, having come on 
here for thepurpoee ot protesnng against 
the government taking the Cherokee 
strip 

Tne news of the occupation of the 
strip by b<Himers has angered him, and 
he very forcibly expressed his oi)inion 
that some of them should \>e shot down. 
It would teacli the others to respect peo- 
ple's rights, he said. He expressed hia 
pleasure at the president's proclamation, 
and his hoi>e that the boomMS would be 
all cleaned out. 

Indaatrlal Boum In Kentiirky. 
IxtfiKVii.i.E, Ky., March 1 8. -Talking 
al>out the industrial boom in Kentucky, 
a lx>ui8ville business man says: "A 
year ago Cumberland (iap was a corn- 
held. To-day it is a town with aitout 
■'),000 ix)pulation, caused by the comple- 
tion of railroads to the coal and timber 
fields. Winchester six yean ago had 
'.2,000, now it has about 8,000, and the 
new railroads about to open will give it 
several thousand in the next year. It is 
a rich agricultural country, and the 
town is the ntoway to the mountebis, 
supplying Si the lumber aad mining 
towns up the Kentucky river valley. 
In three yean it has bMa lighted by 
electricity and hss become a strong 
manufacturing poinl An electric street 
car line is under contract, and also a 
fine hotel, to c(«t tlOO.OOO. It has three 
banks with a banking capital of nearly 
$i,(KX*,(HK). hempfaetoriss aad targs to- 
bacco interesta.'

London, March 18.— Just as Kaiser 
Wilheim's unique laboi conference opens 
at Berlin to attempt a settlement of ques- 
tions ailectin, the work and wages of 
miners, one ot greatest mining 

strikes on record op<tns in England. The 
coincidence indicates at least that the 
English mine laboren have no faith in 
the outcome of the international confab, 
and do not care enough about it to even 
wait for the conclusion of the delibera- 
tions. iVnd in this attitude, it must be 
said, the humble miner is for once in 
line with the most experienced business 
man and most eminent thinker. For no 
one has yet been found anywhere out- 
side of the (Jenuan emperor's entourage 
who U'lieves that any practical result 
will be readied by the conference. 

While the deleiratee of the great pow- 
ers ara talking about the needs of the 
minen and the righta of the mine own- 
en, a quarter of a million minen in En- 
land will be making a physical instead 
of A ipental atiempt to arrive ut a solu- 
tion of the ii.icstion. At present the 
oilds in favor ot n tangible r. ■ ilt biding 
attained are lar>:ely on the .-ui i>( the 
doei-s. asagaiiist the talkers. 'I'h -.inkers 
say tiiey haie funds to siipjiori ilu iii in 
idleiietis four wcuks if nec(.'.-.b;u y . Tiiere 
is no doiii't that they c;iu stiiy out at 
least two weeks, and thLs wiil iiroliably 
suffice to briug aix)ut a cuii - ession of 
their ileiiiands. The Lirge niaimfac- 
torie<i cannot afford to shut down for 
lack of coal. If the English mines can- 
not furnish the regular supply the Hel- 
gian and derman miiiee can, and when 
the British mine owner finds his custom- 
ers supplying themselves from abroad 
he will oe compelled to make terms with 
his men or sustain irretrievable lose. 

This is what the minen rely on, and 
experience justifies their bcUef, for it 
has always been tha case that with a 
risina; market for ooal tbe English miner 
could force the mine owner to admit him 
to an increased share of the profits of 
the business. Tlie strike will, it is 
thought, tie of short duration. Kven a 
glioii 8l(ipi>a^;e of operations wdl cause a 
seriotis deriingemeut of industries. If 
the strike ktsUs even one week s(H)re3 of 
factories will liave to b-? shut down, 
thriiwing imuiy thousands of persons 
onto! work. I 'rices of coal are advanc- 
ing rapidly. 

The strike of the miners has created a 
scarcity of coal. Several Lancashire 
mills have bei n compelled to shut down 
bsoaoss of lack of coaL Others are run- 
ning on short time. The attitude of the 
steiidng miners varies according to the 
manner in which their demands are mat 
by the masten. 

I.irfrpool nfickers. 
The d(K:-kers on strike at Liverpool are 
t>*>ci lining lioisterous. Though saloons 
within tile muuicipd limits were closed 
Sunday, those in tne suburbs were open 
Sunday, aud were tbe headquarten for 
many a noisy assemblaga. The striken 
remain firm, and it was unanimously 
dadded Sunday to continue the flghl 

Forty-Three Rocliex Berovere,!. 

London, March 18.— Tbe Morsa mine, 
in Olamorganshire, Wales, where a dis- 
astrous explosion recently occurred, is 
again on tn. The mine will be flooded. 
The bodies of forty-tibree victims of the 
late disaster liave been taken out, but it 
is impossible to gat the others. 

Kmpernr WUllam to tha Pope. 

Bkri.in, March IS. — The Emperor 
William, in u letter to the poi>e, informs 
*him that he has appointe<l Bishop Kopp, 
of Bre lau. one of the delegatt's to repre- 
sent tiormanv at the laln^r conference, 
and asserts that he depends ii|Mjn the 
support of the < "atholic clergy in s«>ttliug 
the social ((uestion.

from the hands of so manv indostrious 
families to the liands of dHjiWaHahi, 
•itber domestic orforeiaiL 

'*Tb« foreclosure of IMM nortfrMsa ta 
la acoordaac* with a pnooacairaapur- 
poMtogain poMMMkm of thaw farms, 
and people them with a man lerrile 
ianantry im|)ort«d fkoai foiaign lands 
for this Mpacial potpoaa. Potecloeure 
and erlotkMM aro taking ptaoe in very 
many parti of tha state, and we need 
not go all the way to Europe to witneai 
scenes of cruelty in matters of tliis kind. 
All over the state the homes of our peo- 
ple are imp riled. They are struggling 
againnt a(Ufino circiiniHtances, and 
armr)st af.';! Inst li<>p«' to sustain tham- 
selvf'K until irlicf sliall come. 

"Tlic ii<'<)|il<' lu'lieve that these condi- 
tio:iK an- lar.;ely due to vicioUH legisla- 
tion. 'rin \ have Ix'en proiiuKed hv cii h 
of the political partit s that suiiict liiux 
would l)e done for their lelii'f, hut hotli 

Kties have bi cn tried and I'oMi have 
S far failed even f-o .itlciii |>t any 
measure oontemj dating a bettcrniciU of 
the condition of the indUHtriul niaHses. 
They have seen that while they have 
bean oompelled to sacrifice their products 
in many instances absoluudy be- 
low oost of production, in order to pro- 
cum the common necessities of life, and 
in the effort, in many cases unsnooessf til, 
to keep the sheriff from invading their 
homes, their representatives in congress 
an engaged in the cooi^Meration of 
avary imaginable (luestion except such 
mMMODs as contemplated relief to the 
distress of their constituents. There are 
mea8ur«!i3 which the farmer.-% demand 
shall itave immediate attention. Thene 
relate to questions of money, of trans- 
portation, and of the ownership of Amoj- 
ican landd." 

The letU'r then fxoes on to say: "The 
distress of the people is (.rying uluud for 
relief. They believe that very many of 
the questions that ar« receiving the at- 
tention of congress are far less urgent 
than those upon which the safety of 
their homes and the welfare of their 
ftoiilies depend. They believe that the 
white citizens of Kansas have some 
rights as well as the colored citizens of 
the south. ThoT believe that fallen 
iMtoaa, both white and black, in past 
■teuggwa for liberty and the perpetuity 
•f our institutions can afford to wait for 
moment until tlie rights of living 
in the present strug^e for Amer- 
loaa homes receive some recognition by 
the men who have been chosen to repre- 
sent trht'in in congre.ss. Behind these 
deniand.s are more tiian K»ii,(K)() ballots 
in the stat.*' of KansaH. and the time is 
coming and is not far distant when leg- 
islators will head Hm votoa of thair oon- 
■tituenta. "
